Dewey’s Task May Be Difficult. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] | 

Hongkong, April 30.—If the reports which 
are current here are correct the United 
States fleet has a difficult task to accom- 
plish. It is said that the entrance of Mantia 
Bay is commanded by from fifty to sixty 
heavy guns, well placed, an4 it is added that 
it will be impossible for the American war- 
ships to enter the bay without battiships, or. 
without the cooperation of a strong land 
force. Therefore, it is believed Commodcre 
Dewey will not attempt to force the ¢n- 
trance into the harbor, but will blockade the 
port until the insurgents move on Manila. 

Agents of the insurgents here are trying 
to charter a steamer, in expectation of being 
abie to tramsport a force of insurgents ts 
the vicinity of Manila and capture the strong 
fortress of Cavite, inside Manila Bay.

DEWEY MUST WIN AT. MANILA. 


ing to Run Away. 


Washington, D. C., April 30—[Special. }— [ 
In all probability the next news of impor- 
tance in relation to the United States navy 
will come from Commodore Dewey’s fleet, 
which was expected to engage the Spanish 
vessels in front of Manila’on Saturday or. 
Sunday. . 

It may be Monday morning in this part 
ef the world before anything definite is 
heard in regard to this engagement./ The 
Manila end of the submarine cable is, of 
course, in possession of the Spanish author-- 
ities, and while it so remains whatever may 
be the result of the fight on the sea the 
information from that quarter must be dis- 


‘| credited. This cable touches at Hongkong, 


from which point by a series of cables and 
telegraphic communication the most direct 
route for messages would be via Singapore, 
across the Bay of Bengal to Madras, through 
British India to Bombey. across the Arabian 
Sea to Aden, t h the Red Sea to Suez, 
by the Mediterranéan cable to Marseilles, 
and thence to the European end of the trans- 
atiantic cable. There would be manytirans- 
fers. of a message filed either at Manila or 
Hongkong. 

Commodore Dewey’s dispatches would be 
in cipher, necessitating translation, and the 
Navy department is under the impression 
, that the first news to us will come in the 
press dispatches from London, based on 
_British consular messages from Hongkong.

navy. 

In naval conflicts smiokeleas is an 
important feature. ‘It is, eminently desirable 
that the smoke following a shot. shall be_ 
cleared away without délay. \The cloud of. 
black smoke hanging heavily about a vessel 
makes accurate aim impossible and reduces 
to guesswork what should be a subject of 
uninterrupted vision. The necessity for the 
use -of smokeless powder is all the more 
urgent*when the force attacked is an enemy's 
fieet. Then the shins on the other side are 
in motion and our own vessels are also 
likely to be under steam... This makes intelli, . 
gent firing almost out of the question until 
the air is clear. Meantime the dense smoke 
betrays the position of the American ves-° 
sel to the enemy. This condition is one 
which has been appreciated by ordnance 
experts and it has been described innumera- 
bie times to those who were in a position to 
}make the appropriations. In two important 
respects the Spanish service is superior to: 
our own--in torpedo boats and smokeléss 
powder—and in both respects the false 
economy of Congress is today respoasibie, 


May Have a Washington ‘Censor. 

‘Both the War and the Navy department 
are much troubled over the way in which 
their plans have been made public from time 
tb time, and they are seriously talking of 
establishing a censorship of news at Wash- 
ington. It is not believed that the President 
will countenance any such thing, and it is 
quite certain that Congress would not. The 
Navy department has as yet done nothing 
at all the knowledge of which would help the 
Spaniards or anybody else, and the War de- 
partment has been turning its entire atten- 
tion to questions of organization rather than | 
of action.

GERMANY MAY BE IGNORED. 


Precedents Relative to Bombardment 
Damages and the Expulsion of 
Subjects of the Enemy. 


| [BY AN EX-ATTACHE.}]: 

New York, April 30.—[{Special.]—It is dif- 
ficult to believe that either Germany or any 
other foreign power would venture to protest 
against the ‘bombardment of any Spanish 
town or city either in the Philippine Islands 
or in Cuba on the ground that German or 
foreign property might be destroyed by the 
American projectiles. . 

This would constitute an unwarrantable 
interference which might by virtue of su- 
perior strength, rather than by right, be ad« 
dressed by a great power to a small one, but 
which a nation such as. the United States 


sent as an insult. An immense amount’ of 
foreign property was destroyed at Paris 
during the bombardment of that city by the 
Germans in 1870, yet none of the foreign 
powers presumed even to make this the 
ground of their appeals to Prince Bismarck. 
put an end-to the*horrors of the siege. 

Again, when during the latter part of the 
} 7s the Tunisian seacoast Town of Sfax 
| was bombarded by the French fleet, the dam- 
age done to Italian, and above all to English, 
property amounted to many millions of dol-~ 
lars. When the English merchants demand- 
ed an indemnity through their government 
from the French they were informed 
through the Foreign office in London that 
‘guch pretensions could be neither enter- 
tained nor officially indorsed. :; 

The bombardment of Alexandria tn 1882 
by the English gave rise to all kinds of de- 
mands on the part of French, German, and 
English merchants for indemnities in pay- 
ment of the damage done to their property 
by thé English projectiles. These applica- 
tions (were not. only received but likewise 
settled ‘to the tune of some $20,000,000. But 


the bombardment took place England was 
not at war with Egypt, but merely helping 


of his subjects. 

This is the only instance that I can re- 
member of an indemnity ever having been 
paid for damage done to property by a 
bombardment, and, as stated, it was an al- 
together exceptional case, which can have 
no parallel in the present war, since the 
United States will bombard Spanish ports 
not as the ally of Spain, but as theally of the 
insurgents against Spanish rule. German, 
French, and other foreign merchants in 
|-Havana and Manila would therefore only 
have a valid claim for damage done by bom- 
bardment to their property if the ships and 
guns that did the bombarding belonged to 
Spain, and if the bombardment were to 


paign against the insurgents, In that event 
of course it would be the Spanish govern- 
ment that would be liable in damages, just 
as it is now towards the United States for 
all the American property in Cuba de- 
stroyed either by the insurgents or by the 
regulars during the insurrection. 

With regard to the announcement con- 
tained in the dispatches from Madrid that 
the Spanish government has decided to at 
once expel all American citizens from Span- 


{ ish territory, both in Europe and in the col- 


onies, it will be interesting to see whether 
the United States will retaliate, the Span- 
jards in this country outnumbering the 
Americans on Spanish soil by more than 100 
to 1. 7 

From the point of view of international law 
there is no definite rule bearing on the sub- 
ject, and while in the early part of the cent- 
ury the first Napoleon went to the extreme 
jength of making prisoners of war of all the 
English people who happened to bein France 
at the time when he suddenly declared war 
against Great Britain, it has been the prac- 
tice in recent wars to allow the.subjects of 
the enemy to remain within the territory 
during good behavior and in the enjoyment 
of their property. ; 

If Spain expels the American citizens on 
her soil without just cause of warning she 
will be acting in violation not of the laws 
| but of the usages of modern civilized war-

Grosscup, W. J. Calhoun, spe- 
cial commissioncr to Cuba, as ‘well as Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner, and ex- 
Commander David P. Jones of the United 
States navy were the other speakers. De- 
parting from the ordinary precedents of 
Cuban oratory; Judge Grosscup launched 
-into the discussion of the results that would 
foliow a successful war, the only kind, he 
said, that could follow the call to arms. He 
déclared as his deliberate belief that the 
United States would find at the end of the 
war that it had a new mission in the world, 
‘a missio:. which concerned not itself alone 
but all the countries of the globe as wcll. 


Differs from Professor Von Holst. 


Referring directly to the recent address 
- Gelivered before the club by Professor von 
Holst of Chicago University, he said the 
United States could not hope to follow the 
policy of seclusion which the professor had 
advocated, and, with an appearance of rel- 
ish, he asserted that he was giad it could 
not. He did not hesitate to say that his ideal 
of the future United States was a govern- 
ment etrong enough in the forces of land 
and sea to erforce its decrees in every place 
Where it should see fit to enunciate them. 
For that purpose he said that coaling sta- 
tions were essential and harbors impera- 
tive, reasons which he judged mandatory for 
the seizure or the annexation of Hawaii. 
° “Bor myself,” he said, “I can sum up 
my whole judgment of the struggle in this: 
It is not a war for mere sentiment, nor a 
war for dollars, fior a war for territory. It 
is &@ War waged by us because of the opinion 
of @ majority of us that a public nuisance 
existed at our doors and that it must be 
abated. The war will have results which 
ere not now on the surfacé apparent—I 
mean results upon the character of Ameri- 
canes as a peopie. I was in this hall a few 
weeks ago when a learned gentleman 
(Professor Holst) advocated a policy of 
seclusion for this country. I disagreed with 
- htm then and I disagree with him now. I 
believe that the war will quicken the nation 
' with a more expansive notion of what its 
duty, its dignity, and its position among 
mankind are. 

“’ Ite first result will be to unite the people 
as one man, and to kindle an enthusiasm for 
the fag. Call it jingoism, if you will, or 

Pourth of July spread eagleism, if:you will, 
Dut I tell you that it is the bond which closest 
unites the people of a nation, and drives out 
internal dissension. Love for the flag is one 
of the greatest of civic virtues.

ENGLAND MUST BE NEUTRAL. 
Duke of Devonshire So Declares at 


Academy Banquet-—May Work 
for an Honorable Peace. 


London, April -80.—At the Royal Academy 


banquet this evening there were present the 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of Cambridge, 
the Duke of York, Prince Christian, Prince 
Edward of Saxe-Weimar, Prince Christian 
Victor, the Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, Sec- 
retary of State for the Colonies; Colonel 
John Hay, the American Ambassador: the 
diplomatic corps, with the exception of the 
Spanish Ambassador, Count De Rascon, and 
many other leading men. The Duke of 
‘Devonshire, inthe course of an address, said: 
‘“‘At present we are spectators of the war. 
between.one of the oldest and proudest Eu-

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“ENTHUSIASTIC CROWDS WELCOME 


New York, April J—With a 


bright new American flag flying at the taff- 
rail, mid the screaching and braying of har- 
por craft, the cheefs of crowds on ferry boats 
and along the piers, the Paris steamed to its 
perth this morning: The fears and doubts 
of a week disappeared like the mist befcre 
the splendor of the sunlight that bathed 


jand and bay. The ship had come home - 


*again, had come back to become a fighting 
craft, to seek its encounters which it was’ 
#0 ankious to avoid on this voyage. 

' Millions of hearts sunk ‘when the news, 
came from London that’the Paris had been 
captured by the Spaniards. The cable dis- 
patches said that gunboats had-taken it 
prisoner. When this was denied came the 
report that Spanish cruisers were lying In 
wait for it. When the days passed and 
no news came from the ship the feats grew. 

When the Paris steamed into port the 


heart of the pecple bounded with relief, and | 


the joy of enthusiasm and patriotism bur st 
from them. 
A great sentimental interest attaches ‘to 
the Paris. It was queen of the ocean grey- 
hounds longer thananhy othership. And it is 
American, by adoption, it is true, but. no 
lees American for all that.

the ship should be received with such ac- | 


claim and rejoicing. Had it won a fight at 
sea the enthusiasm could scarcely have been:

Captain Watkins and the officers of the 
ship could not understand the greeting. They 
could know nothing of the anxiety that has 
filled the American people during the eyent- 
-ful week. It was not justified by the inci- 
dents. of the voyage. Captain Watkins said 
he never had a more uninteresting voyage. 
But he was viewing the situation as amodest 
and able seaman. 

The' entrance of the Paris to the Narrows 

called forth evidences of joy from every 
- headland and every passing craft.. The big 
liner came to anchor about 6 o'clock of 
‘quarantine station, was boarded at once by 
the health ‘officers, and proceeded to the 
city, reaching its pier about 9 o’clock. On 
the way up the river ferry boats and stearn 
craft of every character vied with each

pier a great crowd had assembled. For the

Now Named the Yale. 


Meanwhile the Paris, which, upon its ac- 
ceptance at 5 o’clock by the United States, 
became the cruiser Yale, was being unload- 
ed with the utmost expedition. The steamer 
wrought 144 cases of Nordenfeldt Maxim 


gu 

In veaaition, the Paris brought one of the 
biggest consignments of powder ever shipped 
to America. This was securely placed in 
a water-tight compartment by itself, and 
Was not unloaded today. The probability 
is that it will be ere to Fortress Mon- 
roe for storage. 

Hardly had the steamer been made fast 
to the wharf before four coal barges were 
brought alongside, and the refilling of the 
bunkers began in an energetic manner. 

The first and secondé class cabin list in- 
cluded fifty-one passengers. All had an 
‘exciting trip, though actual danger never 
arose. Fully twice -as many people had ; 
bought tickets, but they secured releases. 
They came on ships not liable to capture. 
Here are the names of the nine in the first 
eabin: R. S&S Brewster, Reginald Crews, W. 
Foy, Victor Hughes-Hallett, J. R. Kil- 
bourne, Miss Paton, L. D. White, Mrs. 
White, and Miss White. : 

There was a British subject on board, who 
enjoyed the trip. ‘*‘ Came over-on this steam- 
er on purpose to witness the chase it was 
expected to give a Spanish warship, and it's 
a shame to be disappointed in this way.’ 
Sucn was the comment of Victor esl 
Hallett, a young Englishman. ‘I staid on 
deck almost the entire trip, in order to be 
on hand when the fun began, and “there }, 
wasn’tany fun. Just as we left thechannel, 
don’t you know, for I have a strong pair of 
glasses, I could almost swear that I saw a 
warship, but we ran away from it in less 
than no time, and it was out of sight in less 
than half an hour.’’ 

Mr. L. D. White, former Mayor of dincy, 
} Til., his. wife, daughter and niece, were 
among the saloon voyagers. 

‘We knew when we boarded the Paris in 
Southampton that it was likely to be 
chased,’’ said Mr. White. “*‘ We had heard 
that Minister Woodford had been tendered 
his passports by the Spanish government. 
We decided to come on the Paris and risk 
it, and Iam fot sorry, though it has been an 
anxious voyage. 

“We all slept Httle, though the Captain 
was kind and did all he could to assuage 
our anxiety. He came into the saloon and - 
told the passengers they need not fear; that 

the Paris. could beat any vessel in the Span- 
ish navy; and that there was no evidence 
that any Spanish warship was on our track.”’ 

The Rev. R. A. Woodthorpe, a New Zea- 
land clergyman, who will make-a tour of this 
country with Mrs. Woodthorpe, smiled when 
asked how they had passed the voyage and 
said: *“‘ We simply trusted in the Lord. He 
has never failed us‘ yet, and never will.” 


Not a Remarkable Trip. 


‘The. log of the Paris shows nothing re-* 
| markable, although the fast cruiser Emper- 

ador Carlos V. was known to be out on the 

Atlantic. Only two vessels were sighted— 

the Majestic at 5:43 a. m. on Saturday, and 

the White Star freighter at 7:20 p: m. of the 

Same day. Except for the fact that it sailed — 
to the northward of the regular track it 

followed the general westward coast. 

‘The best day’s run was made Baturday, the 
day after leaving the Solent. High speed 
was maintained in the fave of heavy winds 
and 444 knots were put to the Paris’ record. 
This was to get out of the dangerarea. The 
engines were then slowed down to sixteen 
knots. 

The Paris has crossed the Atlantic through 
several of the worst gales in modern times. 
In August, 1896, the steamship arrived after 
a voyage that probably had not been equaled 
since the days of steam navigation. 

The Paris will be equipped for the service 
of the United States at its pier, and wif 
probably leave tomorrow or Monday at the 
latest as an ocean scout, being known then 
under its new title—the Yale. ~ 

The formalities of turning the ship over 
to the United States government were sim- 
ple. The wharf was guarded tonight by se- 
cret service officers.

Veteran Chicago Capitalist 
Passes Away Suddenly. 


DUE TO THE INFLUENZA. 


Half a Century. 


‘HIS WORK

-John De Koven, the. veteran Chicago 
capitalist, died yesterday afternoon at 2 
o'clock at-his home, 402 Dearborn avenue. 
Death came suddenly and was the direct re- 
sult of heart disease. It was known by his 
friends that for some weeks Mr. De Koven 
had been suffering from the effects of a-cold 
which took on the characteristics of in- 
fluenza, but it was not for a moment ex- 
pected either by his physician, Dr. H. B. 
Favill, or by his intimate friends that there 
was any ground for apprehension. He had 
recovered sufficiently to ga to New York in’ 
the middie of March, and while there wrote 
to his friends that he was far from being’ 
well, but said nothing that gave any cause 
for alarm. He returned home the middle of 


j trips to New York, and during these visits

mother. 

Mr. De Koven was ungstentatious in his 
contributions for charitable purposes. He 
was a subscriber to guarantee funds for 
‘various musical and artistic events; a di- 
rector of the old Chicago Floating Hospital 
in Lincoln Park, and was the first Treasurer 
of the Lincoln Park board, holding that of- . 
fice until 1883.

Sketch of His Career. . 


John De Koven was born in Middletown, 
Conn., Dec. 15, 1833, and consequently was 
almost 65 years of age. When he was about 
19 years old he came to Chicago and went to 
work as a clerk for the old Galena road. A 
little later, through influence of friends, he 
secured a place as teller Mm the private bank- 
ing house of I. H. Birch & Co. which position 
he held for a number of years to the satisfac- 
tich of Mr. Eurch, who later, recognizing 
his ability as a financier, named him as one 
of the executors of his estate. His experi- 
ence with L. H. Burch & Co. gained him such 
a reputation as made him sought after in 
banking circles, and he subsequently be- 
came cashier in the Stock-Yards Bank, going 
from that institution to the Northwestern 
National. Shortly after this..he made an- 
other change, going to the Merchants’ Na-| 
tional Bank, which was the last official: 
place other than director's positions that 
he held. Soon after entering this bank Mr. 
De Koven married Miss Louise Hadduck, 
daughter of E. H. Hadduck of Chicago, and 
one child was the result of this union, a 
daughter, who is now Mrs. Joseph T. Bowen, 
136 Astor street, this city. 

At the time of the great fire Mr. De Koven 
/was cashier. of the Merchants’ National 
Bank. Along with the entire body of 
wealthier citizen’ he threw all his energies 
in this crisis ifito the work of succoring the 
helpless and repairing the awful damage. 
After severing his ‘official connection with 
the Merchants’ Nationa!l*Bank Mr. De Koven 
did not identify himself with any other 
financial institution in ah active capacity, 
but devoted himself to looking after,and 
‘conserving his individual inyestments, which 
were already beginning to make him . 

Financial Interests. 
‘From this time on Mr. De Koven was rec- 
ognized as one of the solid men of the West, 
and his advice was sought after by Eastern 
‘capitalists who desired to invest in Westetn 
securities., At the time of his death he was 
a director in the Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust company, the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific, and the Lake Shore and Michi- 
gan Southern railways, the Title Guarantee 
and Trust company, the Chicago Telephone 
company, and the American Surety com- 
pany, and in all of these corporations he 
took an active interest. To attend the ooard 
meetings was to him a sacred duty, and he 
neglected ‘no opportunity of making his 
influence for conservative administration 
felt. 

Mr. De Koven was known to his intimate 
friends as a thorough clubman, though 
he was no less attached to his own fireside. 
He was one of the organizers and a mem- 
ber of the first Board of Directors of the 
Chicago club, and in 1890 was elected as its 
President. He was also a member of the 
Union club, and was an enthusiastic support- 
er of the aims and plans of the Commercial 
club. Mr. De Koven’s office was in the Port- 
land Block, but. it was his invariable cus- 
tom to lunch at the Chicago club, and there 
‘during the afternoon he was accustomed to 
meet his business associates and friends 
and discuss business, 


His Church Interests. 


He was much interested in church work, 
and especially that connected with St. 
James’ Episcopal Church, in which he was a 
vestryman of from twenty to tweny-five 
years’ standing. He was ever ready to an- 
swer to any demands made upon him to 
further the work of the Episcopal Church 
in Chicago, and the interests of St. James’, 
and, in fact, of the whole church in the dio- 
cese, were of deep concern to him. When 
it was decided to erect a cathedral in Chi- 
cago he offered to furnish one of the seven 
memorial windows and placed the order in 
London. It was completed placed in| 
| position tn 1875 as a memorial to Mr. and

| was first built, and were associated for many. 
years. Our friendship, cemented at that 
time by mutual ambition and hope, was 
never broken. From railroad work Mr. De 
Koven entered the field of finance in the 
old time banking house of I; H. Burch & 
Co. He was afterward with the Stock- 
Yards Bank, and still later with the Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust company. There 
was no safer, more upright, and enterpris- 
ing citizen than John De:Koven. His was 
a life of business activity. He sought no 
preferment at the hands of political parties, 
but worked his way to success. In recent. 
years he was in the directory of the Rock 
Island road. As a conservative, successful 
business-man he had no superior in Chi- 

Elbridge G. Keith, President of the Metro- 
politan National Bank, said: “I learn of 
.Mr.. De Koven’s death with the deepest re- 
gret. He was identified with the strongest 
financial interests of the city and for years 
had stood as a guide post to steady-going, 
safe business ideas. I saw him last about 
two weeks ago. He came to the bank in his 
carriage and complained of great suffering 
from grip. I had not heard of his danger- 
ous illness.’’ 

George'’B. Carpenter said: ‘*‘ By the death 

of John De Koven Chicago loses one of its 
representative business-men. I have known 
him a great many years, and, Jike other 
Chicago business-men, held him in the high- 
est esteem. He had been identified with the 
strongest business interests and enterprises 
of the city during nearly the whole of his 
life.’* 
. General John,McNulta said: ‘*‘ The news, 
of Mr. De Koven’s death was a shock to me 
and a surprise. I had not heard of his indis- 
position. I had known him best at the Chi- 
cago and Commercial clubs. He was one 
of Chicago’s keenest financiers and solid 
men. Averse to public life, he was anorna- | 
ment and an honor to the penne prone life 
of the city and State. We can ill afford to: 
lose such men.”

CHARLES P. DOXEY IS DEAD. 


Well-Known Capitalist, Politician, and 
Ex-Soldier Passes Away at 
Anderson, Ind. 


Anderson, Ind., April 30.—[Special.]—Chas. 
P. Doxey, capitalist, politician, and ex-sol- 
dier, one of the best-known men of In- 
diana, died at his home in this city tonight. 
Aside from other extensive business inter- 
ests he was President of the American 
Plate Glass company. During the civil war 
he was Major of the Sixteenth Indiana In-— 
fantry, a famous fighting regiment, and at 
the Republican State convention which 
placed’ Governor Mount in nomination he 
was the second choice of that body, run- 
ning close to the successful candidate.

BYRON A. NORTHRUP DEAD, 


Board of Trade Man Inhales Gas 
“at MeCoy’s Hotel. 


TWO USE THEIR REVOLVERS. 


Three suicides. in forty-five minutes was 
the record made by Chicagoans bent on self- 
destruction last night between 5:15 and 6 
o'clock. Two of the persons who took their 
lives were Germans; and in each of the three 
casés the motive for self-murder is sup- 
posed to have been despondency. Experts 
in the Police department who have made a 
study of climatic conditions and their effect 
on humanity believe that the low barometer 
immediately following the storm of the 
afternoon was one of the contributing causes 
to the record-breaking epidemic of suicide. |

Fiedler lived with his parents at 296 Grand 
avenue. They can assign no motive for his 
act, and the police are unable to decide 
whether he killed himself because of.a love 
affair or from a mental derangement brought 
on by perusing anarchistic literature.

This sewer was designed in part for the 

purpose of diverting the sewage from the 

lake and increasing the flow in the canal by 
furnishing a Jarge volume of pure water di- 
rect from the lake, and this will clean out the 

noisome nuisance in the dead end of the. 
river near the yards and almost abate it. 

“ Of course, work Is done out there in the 
open air that causes offensive odors, but the 
drying of hogs’ hair on the prairie outside of 
the yards and the manufacture of fertilizer 
can be controlled so that no great nuisance 
willexist.

Week in Wall Street Ends 
‘With Strength. 


BULLS ARE IN CONTROL. 


Absolute Ownership of Securities 
Ip a Factor. 


MARGIN DEALS ARE SMALL. 


BY H. ALLAWAY.] 

’ New York, April 80.—Some substantial ad- 
vances have been scored in this week’s stock 
market. At the beginning of the week there 
was, weakness, but during the last two days 
th has been an approach to buoyancy. 
Many theories pass current to explain the 
market's swing into strength, but the'ex- 
‘Planations limp and halt. They do not 
explain. 

Much stress is put upon the assertion that 
danger of tight money is over. It is not. 
‘The fact is that higher rates are threatened 
now than a week ago or a month ago 
seemed probable. a 
Other assertions full of emphasis insist 

that the Spanish war {s over, that Spain has 
flunked, that we have scored her practically 
into a surrender. This hardly has in it the 
sound of reasonableness, but it passes cur- 
rent in Wall street. It is much proclaimed 
‘and the traders on the Stock Exchange are 
betting thousands and tens of thousands of 
dollars a day that the absurdity is fact and 
sen 
_ Wall street’s position touching the war 
with Spain is in more than one way unique. 
Some of the phases of it. will not be found 
in Wall street histories which Wall street 
can enjoy. 

Chief of all current facts here now is that 
the Stock Exchange district, or rather the 
professional element of the Stock Exchange 
district, is heavily overloaded with stocks. 

On every hand for weeks and months past 
we have been having emphetic announce- 
ments that comparatively few stocks are 
held in Wall street, on margin or in loans. 
This, at present, does not truly tell the facts, 

When the Maine was destroyed Wall 
street’s holdings of stocks on margin were 


understood, but on every side there were 
evidences of it and admissions of it. Some- 
thing like a week after the Spanish destruc- 
tion of the battleship there of a sudden de- 
veloped a liquidating movement in the mar- 
ket, the effects of which showed in a heavy 
shrinkage of market values. 


Commission Brokers Become Rattled. 


“Commission brokers were rattled, even 
the biggest operators on the Stock Exchange 
showed nervousness. Both let stocks go. 
Then began the addition of much emphasis 
to the declarations that Wall street was out 
of stocks, that further market nervousness 
or weakness need not be apprehended, that 
stocks were so well distributed and so large- 
‘ly owned outright throughout the country 
that they would continue in “strong 
hands,’ whatever might happen. Circum- 
stantial proof could be summoned to show 
measureable reasonableness in some of the 
talk like this. 
Quickly thereafter, however, came devel- 


| opments which made further pretenses in 


that line ludicrous. Whistling up its own 
courage, professional Wall street hurried 
into the stock market and bought back a 
good many stocks, which in its scare were 
thrown overboard. What professional Wall 
street did itself, it was able to induce out- 
side followers to do. The result is that com- 
mission houses on the Steck Exchange, with 
few exceptions, are now carrying almost, if 
not quite as many stocks as has been their 
average quota since the collapse of last 
summer’s stock market boom. | 


Stocks Are Owned Outright. _ 


It is probably thus that stocks are mora 
largely owned outright now than ever 
hitherto*has been the rule, and that is not 
only an encouraging factor tn the situation, 
but {ft is one over which we have the right to 
feel considerably enthusiastic. In Wall 
street, however, it is easy to observe that 
they who get Ye."ous most and nervous 
quickest are not rule of the 
classes, risking 2 or cent in mergin 
gambles. The man who has mast af stake 
is in Wall street ordinarily the one who most 
appreciates any addition to his risk. Thus 
the fact that the makers of stocks, the print- 
ers of them; have been able to make recent- 
ly great progress in distributing certificates 
to citizens able to pay entirely for their 
shares may not actually be controllingly 
bullish, may not offset and dispose of every 
depressing influence. However this may 


not suggest that we have at present much 
less trading on margin than in average 
times is the rule. _ | 

Sugar trust was conspicuous beyond any- 
thing else on the list this week. It is up 
about 8 points, the whole gain coming 
virtually during the last day and a half of 
business. Over 350,000 shares of Sugar trust 
stock were traded in during the Wweek—about 
half of it yesterday and today. Thisis more 
than the company’s entire capital stock. 
At today’s figures it represents close to $50,- 
000,000. How much of this does any sane 
man suppose was for investment—what part 
of it in changing hands was bought by peo- 
ple who “ own it outright? ”’ 

Now there isn’t much difference between 
Sugar and the average other active securi- 
tles on the New York Exchange. It has 
more ginger in it, it is mere conspicuous; 
but the trading in Sugar is the same sort 
of trading that shows in relatively laggard 
stocks. It isn’t much more held or margin 
than are most other stocks that approach it 
in activity. It isn’t more bought on mar- 
gins, for the very erratic character of it 


carried on.

| Proposition to Gompensate Officers for 
Their Inventions Is Rejected and 
a Conference Must Follow. 


Washington, D. C., April 30.—Today’s ses- 
sion of the House was devoted chiefly to 
consideration of the conference report upon 
the naval appropriation bili.

A resolution 
introcuced by Mr. Cannon, insisting upon 
eliminaring the amendment, was adopted, 
118 tc 42, and the naval bill was again sent

Mr. Boutelle said he was anxious to secure 
. the carliest possible action upon the naval 

bill in order to equip and support to the 
utmost the forces the country had sent to 
war to the end that.the earliest success to 
our arms might be accomplist ed, .

Completion Will Celebrate the Golden Jubi- 
| _ lee of the Church in England. — 


ITS SIZE IS GREAT AND DECORATION MAGNIFICENT. 


VER since the hierarchy of the Roman 
Catholic Church was restored in Eng- 
land—in 1850—it has’ been the ambi- 
tion of those having the advancement 
of the church at heart to see erected 

in London a cathedral which should bear 
favorable comparison with othe,r sacred edi- 
fices for which England is so justly cele- 
prated. This idea was first conceived by 
Car@inal Wiseman, who left it as a legacy 
to Cardinal Manning, who in histurn handed 
it down to Cardinal Vaughan, the present

Cathedral’s Great Size. 


, The extreme external length of the.edifice 
19860 feet; width, 156 feet: height of nave, 
if feet; height of facade (not including the 
turrets), 101 feet; height of campanile, 273 
feet; and to the top of the cross, 283 feet. 
The internal dimensions are: Length from 
the main entrance to the sanctuary, 232 
feet; depth of the sancturay, 62 feet; and of 
the raised choir beyond it, 48 feet—making 
the total internal length 342 feet; widrh of 
nave, 60 feet; width across nave and aisles, 
98 feet; across nave, aisles, and side chapels,

The exterior of the cathedral will be most 
imposing, and architecturally considered it 
will be one of the finest modern buildings in 
eli Europe. Internally the appearance of 
the cathedrat will be most impressive, with 
the full view of 342 feet of leng§h; its vast 
nave, much wider and higher than any nave 
in England;.the twelve lower arches on each 
side of the nave, supporting the stately gal- 
lery; above each two of these arches a lofty 
weh of 73 feet in height; above each two of 
the latter a still loftier arch of 90 feet, and 
rising above the highest arches the three 
domes of the nave. Besides the nave tnere 
will be the aisles and the side chapels, the 
transepts, with the two spacious chapels 
opening into them at each side of the sanctu- 
ary, and the whole interior will be so pro- 
portioned in the subordination of its various 
parts that vast as the cathedral will in 
reality be its dimensions will appear even 
greater than they are.

Chevalier M. ‘de Proskowetz, the s 


New Consul General of Aus- 
tro-Hungary at Chicago. 


Chevalier M. de Proskowetz, the new Con- 
gul General of Austria-Hungary at Chicago, 
has been intrusted by the Spanish govern- 
ment with its consular business at Chicago, 
New York, and Pittsburg during the present 
war. France will attend to the consular 
affairs of Spain at New Orleans, Philadel. 
phia, and San Francisco. 

The Austrian-Hungarian consulate at Chi- 
cago has recently been raised to the rank of 
a Consulate Genera! and now embraces the 
gistricts of Milwaukee, St. Louis, New Or- 
jeans, and Galveston. 

Chevalier de Proskowetz arrived in this 
country a few months ago and was first at- 
tached to the New York consulate on a spe- 
cial mission. He was recently appointed 
Consul: General, with headquarters in Chi- 
cago. His family belongs to the old Bohe- 
mian nobility. He is a Knight of a dozen 
Eurvpean orders and a gentleman-in-walt- 
ing to Emperor Francis Joseph. He has 
been a great traveler, is a fellow of the 
Royal English Geographical society, a doc- 
tor of law, and a writer of some reputation, 
his book on Asia Minor having received the 


medal. 


Chicago is considered an important con- 
sular appointment: The business between 
this country and Austria-Hungary averages 
about $100,000 a year direct importation, al- 
mogt all articles of luxsary. Only since 
1894 the consular position at Chicago has 


| been a diplomatic appointment, but for the 


last twenty years Austria-Hungary has had 
a consular representative here. The first 
Austria-Hungary was ap- 
pointed to Washington in 1838. 

When Mr. de Proskowetz arrived in Chi- 
cago he moved the consulate from Michigan 
avenue to the North Side, securing a lease of 
a large house in upper Dearborn avenue, 
fronting Lincoln Park, where. he keeps 
bachelor’s hall. He is a member of the 
University, Union League, and Union clubs. 
The principal attachés of the consulate are 
Vice Consul Alexander Nuber and Chancel- 
lor Baron Menssheugen.

Every means will be exhausted to bring to 
America next August the world’s twenty- 
four-hour paced record, which now stands 
to the credit of the wonderful Dutch rider, 
Cordang, who did 616 miles in a da¥ on the 
Crystal Palace track, London. Charles River

try during the last six years, to make the at- 
tempt late in August, and until that time he 
will train faithfully at Boston. Cordang 
averaged 2:18 to the mile, and it is expected 
to bring Waller’s average time to 2:16, two 
seconds lower to the mile.

are many others which have missed recelv- 
ing proper credit for brilliant performances, 
while the claims which have been advanced 
during different campaigns for various 
horses would have appeared ludicrous in the 
extreme had -there been any one ready to 


give the true figures. 
Records for Different Heats. . 


As the 1898 campaign will open in a few 
weeks, and as there is every indication that 
this will, indeed, be a record-breaking year 
pn the turf, THe TRIBUNE presents here- 
with some facts regarding the best trotting 
records for different heats, and the holders 
of the same from three to twelve years. . 
No attempt has been made to compile the 
records for heats trotted in time slower than 
2:10. Seven heat records made in 1898 still 
stand. The campaign of 1894 ts credited 
with nine, while the three succeeding years 
have ten, seven, and eight, respectively. It 
is a peculiar fact that the fastest race rec- 
ords at the different ages are divided in ex- 
actly equal numbers between the last’ five 
campaigns. Fantasy and Directum broke 
the 8 and 4-year-old race record in 1893. 
Alix and Ryland T./broke the 6 and 10-year- 
old records in 1894. William Penn and 
Azote secured the honors for 5 and 8-year- 
olds, respectively, in 1895. Kentucky 
Union and Klamath secured the records for 
7 and 1l-year-olds the following year, while 
Grace Hastings and Klamath. broke the 
records for 9 and 12-year-olds in 1897. 

The Village Farm mare, Fantasy, now re- 
tired to the harem, is the only 3-year-old 
that has trotted to a race record below 2:10.

IMPROVED LINKS AT RIVERSIDE, 


Many Changes Made for the Benefit of 
_ the Golfers—New Club-house 
Erected. | 


One of the prettiest greens around Chicago 
is that of the Riverside Golf club, and the 
members of this club have not been back- 
ward during the last few months in getting 
everything about this course in first-class 
shape for the season, which will commence 
next Saturday. 

Great improvements: have been made in 
the accommodation for members and their 
guests by enlargement of the present club- 
house and the addition of a fine new house. 
The plan that the club has followed is that 
of a series of detached buildings, the club- 
house proper being separated from the locker 
and dining-rooms, which also form indivd- 
wal buildings. 

Those who remember ‘the premises of this 
club last year will hardly be able to recog- 
nize them as the same buildings, for the din- 
ing-room has been enlarged to about double 
its former size, a new dining-room for men 
has been added, while the locker and dress- 
ing-rooms have also been improved and en- * 
Jarged to such an extent as to be almost un- 
recognizable. . 

The main house, which is a completely 
new structure, is a frame building with a 
large reception-room on the main-floor and 
eight bedrooms on the second floor.

UNPATRIOTIC HOUSE DEMOCRATS. 
The House of Representatives has passed 


a bill to supply the government with the 


money needed to carry on the wer with 
Spain.~'Fhe revenues under existing laws 
are inadequate in time of peace. They 
would fall hopelessly short of meeting the 
demands made on them in.time of war. 
Therefore the bill which the House passed 
on Friday levies additional internal rev- 
enue taxes, which it is estimated will bring 
in about 100 millions annually. Of that 
amount beer will furnish 33 millions and to- 
bacco and cigarets over 20 millions. The 
adhesive stamp taxes on checks, bonds, and 
other: instruments will yield about 80 mil- 
lions. . The tonnage tax and the chewing 
gum, mineral waters, etc., will yield about 
15 millions, 

The bill authorizes the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue 3 per cent certificates of 
indebtedness, running for a year, the 


| amount outstanding at any one time not to 


exceed 100 millions. The Secretary is au- 
thorized also to sell bonds up to a limit of 
500 millions. They. are to bear 3 per cent, 
to be payable at the pleasure of the gov- 
ernment in ten years, and to become due in 
twenty years. When the Secretary has 
been given this authorization he can lay his 
hands at once on all the ready money the 
government can have need of. 

There will be a war credit of 500 millions 
in gold value money for him to draw against. 
That sum is the equivalent of 2,500 million 
Spanish pesetas. When Spain and other 
European countries see the preliminary 
financial arrangements this country is mak- 
ing to carry on the war they cannot fail to 
be impressed. It is not at all likely that it. 


will be necessary to sell bonds to the amount * 


of 500 millions. The first issue of 100 or 200 
millions may supply all the money that will 
be needed over and above the proceeds of 
| taxes, but it is best to be on the safe side, 
and not authorize the sale of bonds by drib- 
lets, compelling the President to appeal to 
Congress every few weeks for permission to 
dispose of a few more bonds. 

Necessary as this war bill is, 181 Demo- 
crats and Populists voted against it. They 
had all voted to declare war, and yet they 
voted against supplying the government 
with the means with which to carry on war 
—to pay the soldiers and the sailors and to 
buy supplies for them. One hundred and 
twenty-five thousand men have just been 
called into the service. The House Demo- 
crats do not want them to be paid. What 
do these volunteers and their friends think 
of that? 

Among the men who have taken up arms 
are the Irishmen who compose the Seventh 


Regiment of this city. ProDably ninety- 


nine out of every hundred of those men are 
Democrats and have voted steadily with 
that.party. They must be surprised when 
they see what the House Democrats have 
done. They may come to the conclusion 
that the Democratic party is not a good 
one to belong to, in time of war at least. 

One Democratic objection to the bill was 
that the taxes levied by it fell mostly on 
“ consumption” and “ not a dollar was to 
be raised from the accumulated wealth of 
the country.” For the purpose of getting 
at that wealth they proposed an unconstitu- 
tional income tax. One hundred and twen- 
ty-three members voted for a proposition 
which owes its strength to the Confederate 
hatred of owners of capital, who are mostly 
found at the North, and to the socialistic 
hatred of the employing class, which con- 
trols a large proportion of the capital of the 
country. 

But while consumers pay a large propor- 


| tion of the revenues of the general govern- 


ment, whether derived from customs duties 
or internal revenue taxes, “‘ accumulated 
wealth” in the form of real and personal 
property pays about all the expenses of 
States, counties, cities, and public schools. 
In 1890 the total revenues collected by the 
general government, the postal receipts in- 
cluded, amounted to 461 millions. Those 


of the States, counties, municipalities, and 


school districts amounted to 47814 millions. 
“Accumulated wealth” pays more than 
half the taxes in the United. States. The 
House Democrats would like to have it bear 
the entire burden of taxation, so it might 
be eaten up. 

Another Democratic objection raised to 


the proposed bond issue was that, while 
‘they were “coin” bonds, they would be 


“construed by a Republican administra- 


tion” to be payable in gold. So they should 


be construed, for when sold they will be 
paid for in gold value money. Sooner than 
‘have bonds issued, to be redeemed in money 
as valuable as that paid for them, the Demo- 
crats wanted to have the bond provision 
stricken out and an amendment authorizing 


the issue of legal tender notes to the amount 


of 150 millions, but making no provision for 
their redemption in gold. 

If the currency were inflated in the man- 
ner proposed it would slump in value and 
would be worth only about 40 cents on the 
dollar. Then the volunteers would get only 
two-fifths of what the government’ has 
agreed to pay them: And yet 106 members 
voted for the issue of legal tenders instead 
of the sale of bonds. When all the vicious 
amendments‘*offered by that party had been 
voted down then 181 Representatives went 
on record deliberately as opposed to the 
voting of a cent for the purpose of carrying 
on the war. They declared in substance: 
“ Let the soldiers and sailors fight for noth- 
ing and feed themselves as best they can.” 

These Democratic Representatives cannot 
represent the sentiment of the Democratic 
party in general on that question. The 
overwhelming majority of those who belong 
to it are in favor of a vigorous prosecution 
of the war, and hence against shutting off 
the money supplies and palsying the gov- 
ernment.

As a matter of 
self-protection our scientists will remove the 
causes which produce it and thus save the 
Southern States from the danger every sum- 
mer of a visitation from this Cuban pest. 


EFFECT OF STEAM NAVIES. 

Even if the present war should go no 
further it would still have pointed certain 
important lessons and made clearer certain 
limitations of each nation in the new age 
One of the most important 
of these lessons is that found in the fact 

that a steam navy is useless beyond the 
range of its coaling base. As applied to the 
future of the American continents this fact 
promises to be a most powerful ally of the 
Monroe doctrine. 

-Great Britain’s action in making coal sub- 
stantially contraband of war is in this aspect 
the greatest event our move against Spain 
has thus far produced. The action is logical 
and necessary, and it may as well be accept- 
| ed henceforth as the law of nations in naval 
How far reaching and important 
it is may be seen in the comparative help- 
lessness of a Spanish fleet to maintain itself 
for any length of time on this side of the 
Atlantic. Our own Asiatic squadron is 
also feeling the same limitations, having 
been driven out of British and Chinese 
ports and coaling stations by this same law 
of neutrality, and having been compelled 
to strike immediately for a base of supplies 
in the enemy’s country on the Philippines. 
Fortunately for us our strength there is 
such as to leave no doubt of our success. But 
the limitations there are just the same, and 
they incidentally enforce more sternly than 
ver the supreme need of our possessing 
‘such a commanding position as that pre- 
sented by the Hawaiian Islands. 

Goldwin Smith, the Canadian publicist 
and professor, has again been delivering 
himself of some dicta regarding the present .

Collectors of rare American books will 
at deeper purses than ever for the pur-

ACCURACY OF NAVAL GUNNERS. 


Frank Gelvis Discudses the Mechancal 
Appliances of the Modern 
Man-of-War. 


Frank Colvin of New York, who was grad- 
uated from Annapolis and served as an 
officer in the navy for six years, and who is 
now connected with the Western Electric 
company, is registered at the Great North- 


ern. 

**To those acquainted with the training 
of our gunners and with the mechanical 
appliances at their command on our modern 
men-of-war their wonderful accuracy of 
aim, as demonstrated by their work at 
Matanzas, is no surprise,’’ he said yesterday. 
“Thus, range-finding, one of the most im- 
portant factors in accurate gunnery, is 
purely a mechanical operation, quickly per- 
formed, and requires no trigonometrical ex- 
pert or elaborate calculation, as many peo- 
ple doubtless think. It is done by two auto- 
matic electrical machines.at the bow and 
stern of the vessel respectively. The two 
‘triangulate the point on the shore or else- 
where whose range is desired, and by an 
ingenious mechanical system indicate 
almost instantly its range. Thus, when 
Captain Chadwick of the New York gave 
orders to Naval Cadet Boone, at the Matan- 
zas engagement, to open fire with the eight- 
inch waist gun on the fort at Punta Gorda 
he is reported as saying the range was 4,000 
yards. The machines I have referred to had 
already indicated this fact, and all that it 
was necessary for the Captain to do was to 
report their reading to the officer in charge 
of the gun. 

** Another factor which contributes much 
to accurate gunnery is the immense initial 
velocit f the projectile fired by modern 
guns, Dy reason of which a comparatively 
flat trajectory can be maintained up to 2, 
and 3,000 yards and even greater distances, 
while little or no consideration has to be 
given to the wind unless an exceedingly 
strong cross wind is blowing. By flat tra- 
jectory is meant the aiming of a gun with- 
out the use of any elevated sights. The gun- 
ner, of course, has to know his gun—how far 
it can be counted upon for accurate work 
with a flat trajectory and what elevation to

“The Spanish are proverbially careless 
and indifferent regarding this work, hence 
it was not. surprising that their gunnery 
should show up in a sorry light by the side 
of the <Atmerican jackies’.’ There is 
great emulation among the different ships 
of our fleet, as well as the different gunners 
on the same vessel, regarding the most ex- 
pert gunnery, and the gunner of the Puri- 
tan who fired that last famous shot in the 
Matanzas engagement will be the hero of 
the fleet for many a day to come.”

The great hoats on the lakes run up into 
the dozens, including the Rockefeller fleet 
of twelve steamers, carrying over 4,000-tons 
each, and the fleet of Pickands, Mather & 
Co., and they are emblematic of the progress 
that has been made in lake transportation 
in the last decade. It is nothing short of 
revolutionary in its character. From 1868 
to 1872 lake tonnage did not hold its own. 
Then gains were made, the high point being 
reached in 1875, when the total tonnage stood 
at 587,264 tons. There was a steady decline 
to 552,602 tons in 1879, but in the next two 


there was a slow increase until 1886. In 
1868 the whole sail tonnage of the lakes 
was 300,000 tons. The average size of the 
sailing- vessel was 158 gross tons. In 1870 


average was 209 tons. Two more decades’ 
and the average tonnage of the sailer wes 
258, while in 1897 it was 336 tons. - es,

erage tonnage was 231 tons. In 1870 it was 
223. In 1880 it was 228. In 1890 it was 427 
tdéns. In 1897 the average gross tonnage of 
the fresh water steamers was 551 tong, or 
two and a half tinies what it was in 1870. 
There were only 624 steam vessels in 1868, 
and 1,855 sailers. The whole tonnage of sali- 
ing vessels in 1868 was 300,000. Steamers, 
whose total tonnage in 1868 was 150,000, rep- 
resented at the close of last season 080,000 
tons. The story of the substitution of steam 
for sails is tersely told in these figures. 
Steam has crowded sail off the lakes. Doz- 
ens of once proud schooners are laid up, 
abandoned, or transformed into hulks. There 
are more of them left on Lake-Michigan 
than on any other lake, 

The new era that has transformed the lake 
carrying trade into a modern industry began 
really in 1886. In that year the steamer 
tonnage jumped from 180,000 tons in 1880 to 
, 380,000. It was due directly to the goveru- 
ment improvements in the waterways con- . 
necting the great lakes, and also the cheap- 
ening of steel that began about that time. 
The deepening of the twenty-fogt channel 
between Lake Superior ang Huron, 
and the deep water channel at ge Paint 
in .he Detroit River made it possible to add 
two amd one-half to three dnd one-half feet 
to the draft of vessels passing throtgh. In 
other words, it was practicable to add 
twenty, thirty, and forty feet to the length 
of vessels, and steadily continue the process 
as the channel deepened. 


1 in Price of Steel. 


Then the potent facts of inexhaustible beds’ 
of the highest grade of Bessemer iron ore 
on the shores of Lake Superior, the perfec 
tion of huge steel plants on‘the great lakes 
adjacent to cheap coal and coke mani- 
fested themselves in a. fall in the price of 
steel that has ‘practically continued ever 
since. An iron vessel is 30 per cent more 
buoyant than a wooden craft. A steel ship 
has an advantage over the wooden one in 
this respect of 45 per cent. . All this led to 
the establishment of great shipyards on the 
lakes to a stimulus unprecedented in its 
extent to shipbullding, and. thus the build- 
ing of the big boats was begun. ~ 

‘The Missoula, which went into commis- 
sion in 1887, was 75 feet longer than the ex- 
isting largest boat. It represented the then

™ the close of the seventh season of | 
the Chicago Orchestra, which will 
be marked by the rehearsal and con- 
eert of this week, it-can be affirmed 
without fear of contradiction that 
Chicago has the best orchestra on tals con- 
tinent. When the Boston critics pocket their 
prid@ and—after casting furtive glances of 
abasned surprise at the ‘‘ Western city 
which has matured from awkward promise 
to attractive maidenhood—admit that the 
@hicago Orchestra is comparable with he 
Boston Symphony, it is fair to conclude 
that the former has several points the ad- 
Vantage. Moreover, the Chicago Orchestra 
was heard in a hall whose acoustic de- 
mands were unlearned; they were listened to 
by an audience whose critical severity is 
/proverBial. It is said by those who heard the 
Boston concerts that a Chicago audience 
would not have recognized their own or- 
Ghestra in that foreign atmosphere, so in- 
ferior was the playing to that heard at any 
regular Auditorium performance. 

It is the most natural. thing in the world 
to accept, the work of the orchestra asa 
matter of course, and Chicago has grown 
to feel that whatever is done by that or- 
ganization evades criticism, and evades as 
well commendation. .To say that the “ or- 

played’’ means more than a sen- 

tence full of nicely. discriminated adjectives. 

_ This state of affairs, though flattering to 

the orchestra, is not conducive to the great- 

est advancement, as was noticed at the 

first concert. given after the Eastern tour. 
Undoubtedly no period showed more gain 
than did these few weeks of travel. 
Whether the incentive was gained from 
measuring swords with a stropg rival, from 
winning praise in a quarter where praise 
Was not expected, from the healthy reaction 
Which comes with adverse criticism, or 
from the assurance of favorable compari- 
fons is a matter of conjecture; but there is 
no doubting that in some way the incentive 
came, and when ihe orchestra returned 
the members brought with them enough of 
a gain to make up for any financial 

88. 

It is a fact sometimes lost sight of that the 
Chicago Orchestra is not a money-making 
institution, but that’ its ultimate purpose, 
from the tithe it was first projected until the 
present, has been to champion the cause 
of art. That this policy has not been main- 
tained without struggle and sacrifice is well 
known, and it is gratifying, now that the at- 
tainment of some of the desired ends is in 
sight, to contemplate how much it must 
have cost to-bring the orchestra to its preg, 
ent standard. It is more interesting, how-

That a debt of gratitude is due to the men

THE TRUANT 


System Now Being Tried. in 
Brooklyn Is Attracting 
Much Interest in 
Chicago. - 


WORK OUT A_ PENALTY. 


* 

HE eyes of Dr. Theodore J. Bluthardat, 
Superintendent of Compulsory Edu- 
cation in Chicago, are turned toward 
Brooklyn, where an experiment is be- 
ing made which, if it prove success~- 

ful, may change the entire system of the 
care of truant boys and girls in Chicago s 
public schools. 

The good doctor, who, 
sistants, looks after the bad children who 
shun their studies in the schoolroom, is ham- 
pered in his work in this city by what nearly 
all educators say is a weak law. Under 
the present condition of things the only 
effectual way to reach a truant is to cause 
his arrest for disorderly conduct or some- 
thing else, send him to the bridewell, and 
there cram his learning down his 
throat, along with his mush and molasses. 
The John Worthy School has a great dor- 
mitory, which can be made ready for use at 
a day’s notice. The bridewell children are 
instructed at this institution, but they live 
in the bridewell itself. If funds were forth- 
coming and the law were changed truants 
might be sent direct to the John Worthy 
School on the simple charge of truancy, @ 
charge that would not stand as so black a 
mark against them in their after years as 
does that of disorderly conduct, accom- 
panied, as it is, by a prison sentence. It is 
probable if the Brooklyn plan for reclaim- 
ing truants is a success, and if the money 
can be obtained, Chicago truants may be 
The Super- 
intendent of Compulsory Education here 
thinks the Eastern idea good, and that with 
some modifications it would work well in this 
big city. 


May Work Miracles. 


Down in the big city on the end of Long 
Island Charles N. Chadwick, who holds a 
position somewhat similar to that-of Dr. 
Bluthardt in Chicago, believes thoroughly 
that under his plan * every incorrigible boy 
in Brooklyn can have his conduct improved 
until it is like that of a model Sunday school 
scholar, and can be made at the same time 


| a regular and willing attendant at the pub- 


lic school of his district.’’ 

The Brooklyn bay who runs away regularly 
from school to fish for flounders in the sound 
is to be made a prisoner. He is not to be 
charged with any crime, nor does his im- 
prisonment go on record against him in an 
offensive way. He will be placed in a big 
building, surrounded by ample grounds and 
a high board fence smooth on the inside. 
Then the boy is told this: ‘‘ While you are 
4n this place you will be well treated, well 
clothed, and well-fed, but still you are a 
prisoner. ‘If you wish to get out you must 
buy your way out.”’ 

It must not be supposed from this that 
the boys must resort to bribery in order 


to breathe the free air once more. The im- 


prisoned truant is told that he will be paid 
so much for good behavior, so much for 
good recitations, and so much for what work 
he may do. Now, inasmueh as when money 
is simply credited to a boy on the books 
he does not feel as though he really had 
anything, the Brooklyn idea is to give the 
money outright to the boy so that he may 
have it in his pocket. The money, however, 
will not be silver, gold, or paper, but tin. 
Each piece of tin will be stamped 1, 2, 5, 
10, 25, and 50 cents in accordance with the 
denomination which it represents. When 
the imprisoned truant can stack up enough 
tin chips to represent $25 his freedom is 
bought, and he may return to his home. 

In addition to his studies and recitations 
the boy will be given lessens in some handi- 
craft, which will give him a start, at least, 
in that line of trade if he chooses to follow 
it in after years. For the work that he does 
when learning the trade he is paid tn tin 
money. It is hoped the result of the experi- 


ceived from the boys’ work to pay for their 
board and clothes while in the school. An 
industrious, energetic lad need not stay in 
this Brooklyn school more than two months, 
but the lazy, inattentive youngster will find 
that if he ever wishes to see Coney Island 
again within the span of a season he must 
develop a hustling spirit. It is possible in 
this Eastern school for a boy to go back- 
ward. He can get on the debit side, of the 
ledger as well as on the credit side, and re- 
lease will not come until he is past the legal 
school going age unless the “‘ good ”’ side of 
the book at some time shows $25 for a bal- 


ance, . 
Previous Plan Failed. 


Brooklyn has heretofore had as hard a time 
of It with its truant children as Nas Chicago. 
It has had a system of truant school at- 
tendance which has been little more than a 
picnic for the bad boys. They have been 
obliged to learn their lessons, it is true, but 
after school hours the youngsters simply 
played at will, running rough shod over the 
place. They had better food and. better 
clothes than. they were accustomed to at 
their own homes. in nine cases out of ten 
and they liked the-life. In truth they were 
often loath to leave the places provided for 
them, and not:infrequently, when once 
out, they began playing hookey again in 
order to be taken back. 

If any,one should think that the positions 
held by Doctor Bluth t and his subordi- 
nates are sinecures, he has only to learn that 
last year these officials looked after 16,000 
cases of truancy. The Illinois law provides 
that all children between the ages of seven 
and fourteen years shall attend school for at 
least sixteen weeks each year, twelve weeks 
of which attendance shall be consecutive. 
There is no possible way of reaching the 
truant except through the parents or 
guardians, who may be arrested and fined 
if their children or wards are not sent to 
school for the prescribed time. In nine cases 
out of ten the confirmed truant cannot be 
controlled by his parents. They order him 
to school; they whip him. Both courses fail. 
They take him to school and see him safe 
in the teacher’s care. At recess he is over 
the fence and away. In some cases to fine 
the parents simply adds a hardship to their 
lives and makes them pay for an offense 
of. which they are not guilty. Then the 
only other course to be pursued is to call the 
boy a criminal and to send him to consort 
with criminals. Doctor Pluthardt, however, 
thinks that a truant at the bridewell is no 
worse offthan a truant on the streets, for 
in the latter case he is sure to seek bad com- 
pany, and in the other he is as far removed 
from contact with hardened offenders as 
the circumstances of the place will admit. 

The annual report of Chicago's Superin- 
tendent of Compulsory Education will soon 
be issued. It will contain a recommendation 
and a strong argument in favor of the amenda- 
ing of the present law so that those who have 
to deal with truants may be able to deal 
with them directly and quickly, and without 
the vexatious delays which in many cases 
now mark the attempts to treat with the 
cases of the runaways. , 


Dr. Bluthardt’s Ideas. 

Dr. Bluthardt in speaking of the Brooklyn 
plan said it struck him favorably. He be- 
lieved it contained the elements of success. 
He thought the plan. of paying the boys in 
tin money and giving it into their possession 
was a good one, provided the authorities kept 
an accurate account of the amount paid each 
lad. Otherwise,’’ continued the. doctor. 
“some of the shrewder of the youngsters 
would have every cent belenging to the other 


to make the truant school attractive as far 
as the nature of its studies is concerned. 
Some boys who might dislike history, in fact, 
could not master it: at all, would take read- 
ily to manual training. After the ground 
work has been established, suit the study to 
the scholar. Then there should be gymna- 
siums and gardens, - In the gymnasiums the 
boys could work off their superfluous ener- 
gy and give their antmal spirits play. In 
the gardens they could raise vegetables 
which they could setl for their own benefit. 
Something might be done for the boy who 
raised better crops than another boy, pro- 
vided, of course, that the conditions of 
ground an@ other things were the same. I 
believe the boys in a truant school should be 
given a little outside liberty on parole. They 
might be allowed to go for certain hours to 
sell papers or for’ other occupation, their 
daily liberty depending. of course, upon 
their conduct and their prompt return.”

present truant schools in that city the idea 
is so to confine the boys that when they get 
out they will rather attend the public schools 
regularly than attend the truant school. 
Dr. Biluthardt believes the truants should 
be kept in a school by themselves, which 
should be made so attractive that they 
would be willing to stay. 

It sometimes happens in Chicago that after 
the parent has been arrested and fined he ts 
altogether blameless. Then it also happens 
that some kind hearted truant official not 
' infrequently pays the parent’s fine. The 
men and women truant officers: go to the 
principals of the public schools and find out 
from them what children of the district are 
chronic runaways. These children are looked 
up and the regular course is pursued. To 
find the children who do not go to school -at 
‘all-and of whom the principals are tn ig- 
norance these trudnt officers go into the 
streets and’ alleys of all parts of the city. 
| Parents who live from the proceeds of what 
their children can beg—idie, vicious, “ can 
rushing ”’ people—have not infrequently of- 
fered violence to the courageous women who 
have sought them out for the purpose of no- 
tifying them of their duties and of the pen- 
alties of its neglect. — | 

There is not a school teacher in Chicago, 
not a member of the Board of Education, and 
not one of those whose duty it is to deal with 
the truants who does not hope that the day 
is at hand when, like Brooklyn, Chicago 
may find in the establishment of the right 
kind of schools the solution of the problem 
of the runaways.”

ith the decreasing demand comes an omi- 
nous lessering of the supply. 

Not all the merry jests of all the merry 
paragraphers in the country have oeen able 
to keep public interest up to the point where 
the people are willing to go down into their 
pockets to keep the mule from falling into 
disuse. There is a great gulf fixed between 
the carly ‘70s, when nothing was more to the 

urpose than the cry of “ Two acres anda 
mule!” to the late 90s, when no one cares 
whether there is a mule or not except those 
who have come within reach of one—and 
they wish there was not.’ 

A few short years ago a team of beautiful 
cream-colored animals was to be seen trav- 
ersing Chicago's public streets in front of 
the sort of depot wagon which the army 
n ambulance. The function of 
these proud mules it was to transport Gen- 
eral Phil Sheridan from point to point, and 
never were mules more honored, Jn those 
days the streets were crowded with this sort 
of beast in front of drays, singly, in front of 
big wagons, doubly, and an epizodtic among 
them would have stopped half the freight 
business of the city. Nowa mule fs actually 
unusual in front of a dray or a truck, as 
every observant frequenter of the down- 
town districts must have noticed for him- 
self. Therg have been no street cars hauled 
by mules in Chicago since the big fire, so 
the introduction of cable or trolley lines have 
made little difference except as they have 
decreased the demand for and consequently 
the price of horses. It is probably true that 
anything which lowers the value) of the 
horse injures the value of the horse's half- 
brother as well; but that will not account 
for all of the recent change by any means. 
For there is hardly one mule in Chicago to- 
day where there were ten five years or so 
ago, in the estimation of competent critics.

The Queen of Hanover, who has just been 
celebrating her 80th birthday on the shores 
of the beautiful Gumunden Lake in Aus- 
tria amid a large concourse of children, 
grandchildren, relatives, and friends from 
all parts of the world, is an extraordinary 
old lady, who at one moment held in check 
and defied both the late Emperor William 
and Prince Bismarck, rendering them ex- 
tremely ridiculous in the eyes of the entire 
world. 

At the close’ of the war of 1866 between 
Prussia and Austria, which resulted in the 
annexation of the Kingdom of Hanover by 
Prussia for having sided with Austria in 
the conflict, Queen Mary continued to wage 
a war against Prussia on her own account, 
declining to consider herself as bound by the 
peace of Nicolsburg; she established herself 
with a large suite of retainers in the grand 
old. Castle of Marienburg, which was her 
own personal property. From there she 
refused to budge, and she persisted in keep- 
ing the royal standard of.the House of Han- 
over flying in the wind from the towers, al- 
though Hanover has now ceased to be an 
independent kingdom and 
Prussian province, 

The Queen being related to almo 
reigning house in Europe, the Berlin goverf- 
ment realized that it would be most impolite 
to attempt to oust her by force from her 
stronghold. At the same time it perceived 
that it could not possibly tolerate a contin- 
uance of the situation, which constituted a 
formidable obstacle to the submission of 
the Hanoverian people to their new masters. 
For as long as the Hanoverians saw their 
national flag waving proudly over their 
Queen’s roof they remd@ined convinced that 
the King would return and recover his own, 
and that the Prussian occupation of the 
country was merely temporary. 

At length Field Marshal Von Manteufel, 
who was military governor of the former 
kingdom, hit upon a rather ingenious ex- 
pedient. He addressed a most courtéous let~- 
ter to her Majesty, stating that as she was

APTAIN J. E. HOWARD, an English 
officer who has spent a share of his 
life in India and given up a considera- 
ble part of his time to the study of 
“ devotees,’’ has just given the re- 

sult of his labors in an account of the prac- 
tices now most favored by Indian fakirs, 
Hindu holy men, and the faithful of the 
Mohammedan belief. | 
Everybody knows that in various parts of 
the world there are holy men who, in the 
sacred cause Of their religion, inflict all 
kinds of. punishments upon themselves, 


’ thereby Winning the respect and even adora- 


tion of the populace, to say nothing about 
the people's pence. The queer nature of 
many of these punishments is not so well 
known. 
Qne of the queerest, and at the same 
time, most common among Hindu dscetics 
4s sitting on spikes. There is no mistake 
about the spikes. Hundreds of them are 
driven through a board and upon their sharp 
ts the deVotee squats as though ona 
sanfortable couch. The Hindus have an 
-jdea that any one willfully inflicting pain. 
gpon himself must be a holy man, and that, 
moreover, any severe penances which he 
undergoes will infallibly give him great 
wer with the gods. Hence it is that in* 
India -thousands flock round these fakjrs, 
imploring the holy men to mediate with the 
for them, and secure“either for them- 
gelves or for their friends great blessings or 
terrible curses, as the case may be. " 


Methods Hard to Fathom. 


So inscrutable are the ways of these people 
‘that it is difficult, if not impossible, to dna 
out how some of thesé men protect them- 
selves from injury. The spikes are sharp 
and pointed every one, and one can only sur- 
mise that the fakir’s feet hawe been rendered 
absolutely callous by long years of contact 
with the spikes. Often, by way of varigty, 
the spike devotee will have a long, narraw 
poard made, and stuck full of spikes, on 
which, instead of squatting, he will recline 
at full length. Often the devotee, not con- 
tent with merely lying naked on the spikes, 
actually rolls himself about, causing his rev- 
erent attendants to become almost hysteric- 
al with religious *fervor. This also has a 
noticeable affect on the offerings. | 
In India the people virtually adore these 
holy men, but from entirely selfish and in- 
terested motives. Practically, it is a bar- 
gain. The devotee wants the money, and 
his client wants a favor of some kind pro- 
~—% from the gods, whose go-between 
is. 


Holy men of another sort display their 


“holiness” by burying their heads in the 
ground.

Juggernaut Still Worshiped. 


The worship of the juggernaut, that great 
car beneath whose cruel wheels countless 
thousands of fanatics’ have met a cruel 
death, still exists. Pooree, in Orissa, 1s the 
chief place for the ceremony, but next to 
Pooree, in this respect, comes Serampore., a 
little town situated on the right bank cf the 
Hooghly, about fourteen miles above Cal- 
eutta. When the day arrives for the pulling 
of the car many thousands of people flock 
into the town. Miles and miles of temporary 
shops are erected, where food and all sorts 
of commodities are exposed for sale. Then 
the images of Juggernaut and his brother 
and sister are carried out from the temple 
to the car, with much shaujing and banging 
of drums. These images afe then hoisted to 
the summit of the monstrous vehicle, which 
resembles nothing so muck as a temple on 
wheels.

Often Terribly Mangled. - 


It is always difficult to induce the sheikh’s 
horse to commence walking on the budies of 
the prostrate devotees, because, although 
closely blindfolded, the high-sptrited, sen- 
sitive animal knows instinctively on what he 
is stepping, and he shrinks from advancing. 
When the horse does advance, of course the 
first few men are often terribly mutilated, 
None will own to injuries, however, because 
if'they did they believe that ali the benefit 
is lost, and instead of the riding over proving 
a blessing and a forgiveness for the past sins 
of the year, their complaint makes clear that 
some crimes have been committed which 
are quite past forgiveness. For this reason, 
broken ribs are borne in silence and danger- 
ous injuries never reported, either by the 
sufferers or their relations, for fear of police 
raids on such suspected offenders. 

ne of the most peculiar methods of pun- 
ishment is that adopted in several parts of 
India by holy men, who stretch their arms 
above their heads, never lowering them. In 
time the arms shrivel, the joints stiffen, and 
they could not lower their arms if they 
would.

Return of the Holy Carpet. 


The ceremonies that surround the return of 
the holy carpet from its pilgrimage to 
Mecca are still to be witnessed in Cairo, 
The troops and most of the population turn 
out to meet the procession when the citadel 
gun announces its approach.

As 
the column draws near, the excited crowd 
try to touch the huge box in which the 
precious carpet lies.

ALL PREFER AMERICAN OARS. 

Oars are made of ash and of spruce—by far 
the greater number of ash—in factories lo- 
cated mostly in Western States east of the 
Mississippi River in proximity to the forests 
whence the wood of which the oars are made 
is taken. -Oars are made almost wholly by 
machinery. some hand work being done in 
finishing them. Ash oars are made in 
various lengths, ranging from six feet to 
twenty-four feet; they are used for all 
working purposes and for many pleasure 
boats. Spruce oars of six to ten feet in 
length are likely to be used by people who 
row for pleasure, and spoon oars from six 
to fourteen feet in length for racing are 
made of spruce. igh 
American oars are used pretty much all 
over the world; in many countries almost 
exclusively. The British government has 
for years bought all of the oars used on its 
war vessels in this country, making a new 
contract yearly. The contract for the pres- 
ent year’s supply is held by a New York 
City firm having factories in the West. 
‘American oars are used also on French, 
German, Italian, and Dutch ships.’ 

The oars exported to European countries 
are chiefly of lengths from ten feet upward. 
Oars of shorter lengths they supply them- 
selves. To Australia the United States sends 
oars of all lengths, and the same is true of

TWELFTH ANNIVERSARY OF 
THE HAYMARKET EXPLOSION. 


Recalls the Dreadful Night of May 4, 1886, when Ane 
_archists Threatening Chicago Killed and Wounded 


sMany of the Officers of the Law. 


WHAT HAS BECOME OF POLICEMEN THEN ENGAGED. 


EDNESDAY next will be the twelfth 
anniversary of the Haymarket 
massacre, which took place in 
West Randolph street on the even- 
ing of May~+, 1886. 

There are more people by nearly two 


millions in Chicago and vicinity now than 


there were in May, 1886. The police force 
is also greater, numbering 3,500 men instead 
of 1,000, as then. o many citizens of all 
classes the incidénts leading up to the Hay- 
market affair and the shocking destruction 
of human life effected by the explosion of 
one smabl, spherical bomb possess sustained 
and absorbing interest. The story of the 
great event in the history of the Chicago 
police force and the Anarchist agitation was 
to have been given‘in full in Chief of Police 
Joseph Kipley’s celebrated book, which 
caused an investigation and did not appear. 

A graphic and powerful picture of the 
Haymarket on the night of May 4, 1886, 
might be given. It.was a scene fit forthe 
master hand of a Doré and the vivid descrip- 
tive genius of a Hugo. There have been but 
few changes in the character of the Haymar- 
ket during the last twelve years, the prin- 
cipal new object being the striking monu- 
ment erected by popular subscription, repre- 
senting a stalwart policeman in uniform 
reading the riot act to an imaginary mobwft 
lawbreakers. Zepf's Hall, a noted rendez- 
vous of the Anarchist sections, still stands. 
Some of the many saloons that then existed 
on both sides of the square have been wiped 
out and been replaced by an almost

DUELING WAS HIS PASTIME. 


A well-known Parisian figure has disap- 
peared by the death of Sefior Alfonso de 
Aldama, who, although a Spaniard, had 
been identified with Parisian movements 
for many years. Sefior Aldama was a type 
of the Spanish grandee—a good type. Al- 
though an elegant, with all the dignity of 
his race, his pride was made tolerable by an 
attractive simplicity. His father was Don 
José Luiz Alfonso, Marquis di Donelo, and 
he first saw the lightat Havana. He wasan 
officer in the Cuban army at the time of 


Queen Isabella’s downfall, when “he re-" 


signed and took up his abode in France. With 
the sentiments of a race which gave the 
world Don. Quixote, Aldama constituted 
himself the knight errant of the deposed 
Queen, and an article of Rochefort’s in the 
Intransigeant insulting to his lady hav- 
ing appeared, the writer was challenged toa 
duel. Two balls were exchanged with the 
usual non-effect. 

Aldama then took up fencing with great 
ardor and became one of the famous swords- 
men of Paris. He imported into his personal 
relations such a readiness to avenge every 
Insult and'no insult by means of a duel that 
he might in fact have been a character of 
Dumas stepped out of the seventeenth 
century swaggering, but with knightly dig- 
nity, through the nineteenth. The following 
story suffices to instance this: One evening 
at Bignon’s, supping with some comrades, 
he perceived at a neighboring table a solli- 
tary feeder who kept looking at him point- 
edly. This constant watching Aldama found 
annoying, but he could hardly provoke a 
quarrel for so small a matter, so he 
turned his back... A few ‘minutes 
later some one brushed past him rather 
rudely. He turned around and found it was 
the staring individual.

I rowed quietly over to Where I got 
a better sight of what -was going on, and I 
saw one of the big Wallkill snakes with one 
of the smart Wallkill eels by the neck trying 
to get the eel ashore so it could manipulate 
it better and swallow it with greater ease. 
The eel was objecting most strenuous- 
ly to this plan, and making fran- 
tic efforts to escape.. Twice it 
squirmed and wriggled itself loose 
from the jaws of the snake and scooted for 
deeper water, but each time the snake re- 
captured it. The snake was about five feet 
long, and the eel half as long as the snake. 

. “The snake at iast got the eel half way 
up on the bank, when the eel squirmed loose 
again and tried to escapé, The snake was 
now mad all over, as I could plainly see. It 
recaptured the eel and shook it as a dog 
might shake a rat. It yanked the eel this 
time clear out on the bank, and wound itself 
about it until the eel was wrapped in its 
folds from head to tail. Then it drew itself 
together; and I give you my word I could 
hear the eel’s bones crack in the snake’s em- 
brace. Having squeezed the eel until it

Memory 6f Hardships. 


Spring is: coming—an Alaskan spring to be 
sure—but meaning relief from the hardships 
of the -winter. The memory of more than 
One of those hardships will be always with | 
us, and one for a certainty we can never. 
forget. | 

We'were all earnestly longing for a sight 
of the British flag that floats over the fort. 
at Forty-Mile, longing with the longing of a 
child for its mother. ‘For. we were but as. 
children in our poor, exhausted condition, 
and it would have taken but little to have 
Swept us each into eternity., Wee | 

You see, we had set out in a storm, that 
is, two of us, Canovan and I, as a @ort of 
little relief party, and then Others, think- 
ing that if we could brave it they could, 
also started, and so others had kept coming . 
and coming on after till we were ndw quite 
& party. Canovan and I had.all the time 
kept the probability in our minds of turn- 
ing back if the storm did not abate, having 
already done or put ourselvés in a position 
to do what we had set about. But now, 
with a strong party along, we did not care 
to turn about, even though the storm did 
notvabate. And the storm did not abate one 
jot. Still, there was a hope, and certainly 
good reason for hoping, from day to day that. 
the elements would ‘at least relax their 
rigor. And then our desire and our duty. 
was to go ahead rather than return, and 
so we had kept on and on and on, till we, 
though we had no load to speak of, as all 
the others had, were worn to the bone. We 
needed rest. | 

It is less than 300 miles from Circle City | 
to Forty-Mile, but we had been driven. 
from the river by big, roaring air-holes in 
.the ice, that are certain death to approach, 
and we had cut our way at right angles 
through the great heaved hillocks of ice. 
across the Yukon and in‘our way and had. 
already made a journey of near about 500. 
miles in the cold. and cutting winds that! 
forever strike you in’the face the whole. 
winter through as you come up from the. 
arctiq circle, and were now not strong, 
either in body or spirit. Some days we. 
would be for hours wallowing in the snow 
to the waist, making only a few miles the 
whole day. Some days, on suddenly turn- 
ing a precipitous point in the river, we 
wouild find ourselves launched on a sea of 
glare ice that the winds had polished like 
giass. Then we would have to get down 
on our hands and knees, finding it impos- 
sible to stand erect in the keen, swift wind, 
and, ax in hand, cut a hold, one after an- 
other; and sometimes would have to lead 
the terrified dogs, whose-feet take but un- 
certain hold on the ice. Then sometimes | 
we would all be blown back in asheap, dogs | 
and men and men and dogs and overturned | 
sleds together, all in a heap against some | 
sharp bank ©r block of upheaved ice. It. 

Was continuously terrible, terrible! 
the wind would not stop, and the cold the 
whole time refused to give way one inch. 
And this is why it was that we were ail so 
terribly .worn and out of heart that early 
day. But the fort was not far 
off. 


Mapped Out Their Task. 


It was agreed by all that we could and 
would reach the fort that night, when we 
set out under the star and the great, full- 
faced moon that morning of the gorge, and 
every man girded himself for his best ef- 
‘forts. It,was agreed that we would stopata 
little Indian fishing town at a place called 
the Whirlpool, where we were to cross the 
river for the last time and then have tea 
and take a few minutes’ rest for the final 
run. We had left several dogs to die by the 
way, and nearly -every sled had left freight 
ali along. The Indian, Paul, who had al- 
| Ways gone ahead on his snowshoes to pick 
out the best way and to break a trail for 
the dogs to follow, had been, badly hurtina 
fall on the ice while throwing himself be- 
tween us and an air hole, into which the furi- 
ous wind was hurling us, and had gone on 
ahead. He was too badly hurt to be of any 
more heip now and had asked to go on alone 
and try and get to his family at the Mission 
near the fort as best he could. I took his 
place in the lead, while Canovan lashed our , 
little hand sled on behind a big dog sied and 
took his turn at the gee pole. 

Paul had been hurt more badly than he 
had been willing we should know. He was 
‘bleeding at the*lungs so much that I could 
readily follow him by the blood on the snow 
and ice. 

' We came to the Whirlpool at last, the dog 
teams only a little way behind, and the In- 
Gian town to which we were to cross ana 
have tea on the other side was in sight, but 
I saw no smoke. I followed Paul's tracks 
and blood stains hastily till half way across 
the river, when, on striking my heavy stick 
on the ice where it had been swept clear of 
snow by the winds, I was startled by the 
hollow and cavernous sound that I heard 
echoing and rumbling up from below. Then 
the ice began to crack along the banks,on 
either side and smash and rumble till there 
was a continuous roar up the river and 
down the river. I ran up and climbed on top 
of a high block of ice and shouted to the mren 
to come on, I must have shouted in a wild 
and frightened way, for they came on has- 
tily. Wehad hardly all got safely over when 
the ice broke along the rim of the river and 
fell with a crash ten andt enty feet, pitch- 
ing in places at an angle of rty-five degrees .

_ Feat of the Dogs. 


The dogs had done wonders. In their in- 
stinctive sense of peril they had done in less 
than one minute what neither clubbing nor 
coaxing would have made them do in a 
whole day, Indeed, they showed the strength 
of lions, every one, and the agility of cats 
in breasting the snow of that precipitous 
bank. The escape was so narrow that our 
little sled, lashed to the rear of the hindmost 
sled, was caught in the surging waters and 
twisted about as if it had been astraw. It 
Was turned over and over in the sweeping 
flood, and finally hurled in between two small 
trees so tightly that we had to cut it away 
with anax. The dogs, meantime, held onto 
the big sled that held the little one as if for 
life. But the water went by as suddenly as 
it came. In ten minutes after the sudden 
flight we stood shivering together and plan- 
ning which way was best to get down. There 
were some of us who preferred to camp right 
there. No one could say what might be 
ahead of us now, and at the best it would

that day. Any how, we could not long stand 
‘here. We would all be dead men in less 
than an hour if we did not act, and act soon. 
Canovan said peremptorily: .‘* Camp! and 
camp how and right here!” 

He caught hold of the ropes of the little 
sled, on which ‘were all our valuables and 
robes and camp equipage. The matches had 
been safely packed in a tin box, the tin box 
was in an oil-skin bag, the bag was in a va- 


jise, and the valise was in a canvas bag, 


which was stored in between the folds of 
robes. Such is the care it ts customary to 
take of that most important thing in this 
fearfully cold clime, matches. But the ropes 
as he laid hold of them, were ice, twice their 
natural size, and hard as steel. The whole 
sled and ropes and all were solid ice, 
had any matches? There was a great smoker 
in the party. He felt all about, but could 
find no matches, Then we must try to make 
the fort or perish trying to make it. We 
could not live where we were without a fire. 
To cut the ropes would make it impossible 
to move forward tomorrow. We would go 
ahead, go as far as we could, thenif we must 
cut the ropes, we must. 

As I recall the situation now, and some 
others not quite so hard and desperate, I can 
but wonder and wonder why in the world, 
unless by some special aid of Providence, 
scores on scores of us have not been de- 
Btroyed this last season by this remorseless 
and impetuous river. For truly, we have all 
been ‘as careless of danger, from one end 
of the river to the other, as a lot of happy 
children playing in the streets. While at the 
same time, a distinguished Canadian off- 
cial, descending the river late in the season, 
used the greatest care possible, keeping all 
his barges and boats in line and all his men 
in easy reach, so as to render assistance: 
still, with his utmost care and caution, he 
lost three boats and all their tonnage, be- 
sides losing one man. 

We have been strangely, Strangely fa- 
vored. Yet some men say a good many have 
been drowned, first and last. I do not know

Followed a Hard Road. 


We got back down the steep slope to the 
river's rim fast—faster than we wanted to 
go, for the snow was solid now, and a solid 
ice was fast forming on its surface. The 
trees that had bowed down under the rush- 
ing avalanche of ice and Snow and flood were 
trying to rise up, those not entirely broken, 
and they threw brittle bits of ice from their 
rising trunks, that fell on us and flew tn our 
faces from the swift wind, asifa house of 
glass had been shattered in the heavens. 
We did not choose to venture further down 
toward the river than ‘the rim of it, only 
far enough to get out of the woods and away 
from the precipitous Steeps where we could 
not keep our footing. We made good head- 
way for a little time, till the dogs began to 
bleed, their feet being cut by the thin and 
brittle ice, There seemed to have been 
‘three floors of ice formed, as if the choked. 
monster had thrice caught his breath. The 
top ice was thinnest. The dogs broke 
through that often. The men sometimes 
broke through all three, and sank to the 
knees. The route grew worse and worse as 
the ice took absolute possession of stick, 
stone, snow, everything, and everything 
sloped and slid toward the roaring river 
in the newly-made channel! deep. below. 
All the ice was ata sharp angle down 
toward the water. We must be careful. At 
first men laughed.a little as one after an- 
other. fell, but it was now serious. The 
dogs whined and tried to lie down ana lick 
their bleeding feet. Each man grew timid, 
and we all moved slowly and cautiously. 
Our muduc and, moccasins soon became 
sheeted with ice from ‘breaking .through 
into places where there was water still, and 
most of us held to the sleds or crept along, 
often on hands and knees. The little sled. 
was a solid mass of ice, and was much 
trouble. A man had to continually move 
along below it to hold it from hanging down 
the steep incline and holding baek the big 
sled. Canovan, who was holding the little 


sled in line as best he could, broke through 


entirely and disappeared. All was conster- 
nation now. We all gathered about where 
he had broken through. No sign, no sound. 
At last he crept out several rods below 
from a big crack in the solid ice, and without 
a word came up and took his place at the 
little sled, and we ‘all again moved slowly 
forward. Finally, despairing of making the 
fort that day, all the big sleds were cut 
loose, and we started to go down nearer the 
river, where we hoped it might not be so 
steep and slippery. -

Soon we came to a great break in the ice. 
This was slowly widening, and in our haste 
to get over one of the dogs fell in, slipped, 
his collar, and had to be left to die down in 
that dismal cavern of cold. His pitiful wail 
of cespair was soon still. Nothing could 
live long in that place. 


Darkness was coming. We soon found 


our new way impassable, and then there was | 


a dread that as night came on some one of 
the men might slip down in a chasm as the 
poor, dog had done, and we reluctantly 
turned about and got back up to the rim of 
the ice. Here the stronger men cut: loose 
everything and, holding on to the lines of 
their now eager dogs, for dogs know what 
is going on at such times, they shot ahead 
as fast as they could keep their footing for 
the fort. As for the other four of us, we 
still stuck to the little sled and began to look 
for -wood to camp. No wood: ceuld be met 
with for hours. We were all now quite worn 
out. The dogs would not even try to keep 
their feet, although we had passed out from 
the dominion of the gorge mainly and the 
way was not so dreadful. But the dogs felt 
wrouged that they had not been set free to 
reach the fort, and- were sullen. It was 
night—near midnight now, perhaps—but the 


moon was immense, right overhead, as a.

his parkie and other furs. He found the 


matches allright. A light, @ flame! and the 


very dogs took in a long preath of satisfac-: 
tion. We got wood, built great fires, made a. 
pot of tea, and at dawn were again pointing 


- for the fort, only three miles distant. But 
took allday.

The others had 
made the fort safely by midnight, and were 
housed and fed by the Canadian officers, 
although the fort itself was oe > pow 
ter rations.

I had a letter to the head of the first trad- 
ing post that we reached of the two big 
trading companies at the fort, commanding 
that I and all of mine should be cared for, 
but it was sealed in that coffin-like sled of 
ice, and the head man had to take my face 
for it.

The 
men had been scratched and torn in the 
face in that wild scramble to get out 6f the 
jaws of death.

CAVE DWELLERS OF ALASKA. 


People Who Maintain Queer Summer 
and Winter Homes on the Same 
Plot of Ground. 


A race of cave dwellers live on a small 
island off the Alaskan coast. It is. King’s 
Island, in Bering Sea, due south of Cape 
Prince of Wales. There is only one village 
there, and has a population of 200.

Across the top of these walls are laid large 
driftwood poles; over these are placed hides, 
and ove® the hides grass and dirt. ‘The 
houses are entered by a tunnel which runs 
along underneath, sometimes for a distance 
of fifteen feet, and ends under a hole— 
eighteen inches in diameter—in the floor of 
the toom above. This is the front door of 
the establishment. The tunnel is. so low 
that it is necessary to stoop, and often to : 
crawl, the entire length of it.

walrus hide which is stretched over a wood- 
en frame and guyed to the rocks by ropes 
to prevent its being blown off into the sea.

M. Greenwood Jr. has arrived froma 
months’ visit to Mexico. He gathered some 
interesting information, and brings news 
that will be read with interest by all classes 


of people. 
5 Ninety-nine per cent of the Mexicans are 


heartily in sympathy with the United States 
in the confitct with Spain,” said 
Mr. Greenwood. “ The remaining 1 per cent 
represents the sons of Mexicans who fought 
against the United States in the war of 1847. 

“ They have not forgiven nor forgotten the 
awful thrashing Mexico got in that war; the 
fathers of some of them were killed by our 
troops, and it is but natural that they should 
be resentful against us. As they are but one 


I did not hear of any of these 
Mexicans contributing to aid Spain, but I had 
several opportunities to learn that the Span- 
ish residents of the republic are intensely 
bitter against the United States and are 
evincing their loyalty to Madrid by the most 
substantial contributions to the war fund.

During his long stay in Mexico Mr. Green- 
wood traveled all over the southern portion 
of the republic. He covered 250 miles by 
steamboat, aS many more in a canoe, and 
rode horseback 500 miles through the cof- 
fee, sugar, and tebacco lands of the isthmus 
country.—St. Louis Republic.
